FIRST ORDER 


Congress is finding readjustment of the 


tax laws an exceedingly difficult problem. 
The reason is that because of the financial 
requirements of the government, the most 
that can be done is to shift the burdens 
'of taxation, rather than remove them or 
lessen them. The federal Budget for the 
coming year approximates -$4.000,000,- 
000. It is a budget •which will not per- - 
mit a reduction of the present income. 
This being the case^ it is clear that the most 
congress can do is to shift taxes from one 
class to another, that is transfer the load 
from some to the backs of others. The re- 
sult is that politicians are seekingyto bring 
about changes in taxation favorable to one 
class of constituents or ano.ther. They must 
meet with the universal demand for action 
of some kind, but of course their princi- 
pal thought is to try and please the largest 
number of those to whom or to whose in- 
fluence they must look for votes. 


It is self-evident that any plan of taxa- 


tion which impairs profits unduly is nei- 
ther scientific nor productive. The active 
prosperity of the country is at a low ebb. 
, Fundamentally we are sound, but tem- 
' porarily we are resting' on the oars. In- 
dustry and commerce, along with agricul- 
ture, are suffering from a state of depres- 
sion due to a variety of causes. One of 
these causes, and perhaps not th-e least, is 
the'excessive taxation to which business is 
' subjected.". In many fields we find enter- 


prise operating without profit, or taking 
into consideration the demand of the gov- 


ernment for revenue, unable to maintain 
and expand itself adequately. The pros- 
perity of the people at large will be possi- 
ble only when the sources from which it 


_ flows are functioning normally and pro- 
fitably. - Governmental policies can only 
be regarded as constructive when they are 
helpful to a rest oration, of sound commer- 
cial and industrial conditions. Neither 
the consumer nor the producer must be 
taxed inordinarily. since the former can- 
not be impoverished to the point where 
,he leaves the market nor the latter to the 
.point where he is'unable to produce profi- 
tably. The burden must be equalized ra- 
tionally so that it will stimulate both pro- 
duction and consumption. In^any readjust- 
ment, however, it is imperative that the 
real status and necessities of productive 
enterprise be taken into account. That 
lies at the bottom of the demand for a re- 
peal of the excess profits tax, to which par- 
lies are committed, as well as for a reduc- 
tion of other surtaxes. 


Primarily.'the need is to reduce the fed-/ 


'eral budget. We must have economy all 
along the line iu federal appropriations 
and more particularly in the huge amount 
spent on the military establishment. If the 
'government'continues to spend $4.000.- 


"" 000,000 or more a year there can be no 
-relief from taxation. Somebody must pay 
, the bill, and that somebody is the Ameri- 


can people. It docs not matter-whether it 
is paid in the first instance by corpora- 
. lions, in the last instance it will be paid by 
the individual, by the consumer as a 
class. The hope of the people lies in a bon- 


* afide consideration of the question of dis- 
armament at the international conference 
al "Washington next month. If tie •will of 
the people prevails there will be a genuine 
reduction of armaments, and a start, made 
.toward the emancipation of humanity from 
the back-breaking load it is carrying to 
pay for past and provide for future wars. 
It is doubtful if we can expect any scientif- 
is results from the EQaneuverings of politi- 
cians in congress. Their chief aim 5s to 
maintain their fences intact. To this tiiey 
invariably subordinate the business of gov- 
ernment. Tf there ever was a time public

EINSTEIN UNDER FIRE 


The Einsteiu theory of relativity is not 


new, 
according to Professor Mathias of 


the Kordjcnskold observatory, who alleges 
that the modem German1 scientist appro- 
priated his ideas from the works of-Pro-' 
fessbr Sohnhcrg of Ucidelherg. Paris sa- 
vants arc takiug sides iu the controversy, 
and most of them arc supporting Einsteiu. 


Sohnbcrg a century ago advanced the 


theory that both time and space were non- 
existent. Mathias holds that Sohnberg 
proved these scientific discoveries. It is 
scarcely fair to charge a serious investi- 
gator with dishonesty. Such an^ accusa- 
tion is unjustifiable. 
In all likelihood. 


Einstein had not heard of Sohnberg or the 
Sohnberg theories. 


It happens more often than not that sev- 


eral persons express the same thoughts at 
or nearly at the same time, and several 
persons carry-on the same investigations 
simultaneously. 
Sohnberg may have 


reached the identical conclusions recently 
announced by Einstein, yet Einstein no

SCHOOLS

pictures. Authorities hold that children 
obtain seventy-fiv^*to ninety per cent of 
their information with their eyes, and 
•visual education is deemed to be more 
practical than any other method.

Chicago's action is not an innovation. 


Motion pictures have been used for several 
years in the largest universities and in a 
number of colleges and academies in the 
projection system of teaching. And an in- 
stitution in Washington has been furnish- 
ing informative films, free, for a few 
years, to societies and institutions. In fact, 
the motion picture complarues have pro- 
duced thousands of most valuable educa-, 
tional films. 


Many subjects may be taught better with 


motion pictures than by lectures or les- 
sons. It is most difficult, for instance, to 
describe industrial processes so.that they 
may be easily and clearly understood, 
whereas motion pictures visualizeHhem a« 
they are. The story of wheat is illustrated 
better in pictures than it is told in lecture 
or •written in a test book. The spectator 
se«8 the'whole process from the sowing of 
the seed to 'the' harvesting of the wheat, 
from the transportation of the grain to the 
elevator and the milling, and from the 
sacking of the flour to the making of 
bread.

be teught with pictures. 
Vis- 


ual, • education is incidental, 
and it 


has the demerit of cultivating intellectual 
laziness. The text book, the lesson and<he_ 
lecture will continue to be the basic means 
of imparting knowledge and training the 
mind to function.

middle west and far west that our professors make 
any stir in the world these days—has written a 
book In which ho attempts to show that, whereas

Nor does it consider re 
ports/of early flight of birds to the 
south a true warning that winter will 
sot in sooner than usual. Tho govern 
mont biologist and meteorologist re 
Sard these phenomena as interesting 
but no more to be relied upon than 
the pretty story of tho ground hog 
and his shadow. 


"The 
fact is." says Dr. A. K. Fish 


or. of the Biological Survey "we have 
no proof that animals are supplied In 
advance with instinctive warnings of 
storms or cold weather. On the other 
hand, there is a good deal of proof 
that they do not know In advance 
about weather conditions. 
If they 


did. there would be fewer catastro- 
l<hies in the animal world. 


"Weather changes often overtake 


birds, for instance, with tragic results. 
It birds could sense storms far ahead 
we would not hear of S.OOO.OOp Lapland 
-longspurs being beaten to the ground 
in a driving storm in Minnesota. This 
incident occurred in the spring when 
these birds were flying north. They 
were caught in the "gale. 
After it 


was over, ornithologists measured the 
area of tha frozen lake where the 
birds lay dead and then counted the 
birds to a square yard. According to 
careful estimate. 3,000,000 were wiped 
out that day. 
_ "When birds do seek 


shelter In a storm it is generally be- 
cause they can no longer keep up in 
tho air. not because they sense the 
storm's approach." 


Early mlgratioji of birds is com- 


monly accepted as an infallible sign 
that winter may be exprcted at once. 
Birds really migrate, Dr. Fisher says, 
not because they anticipate cold, but 
because tho food supply is disappear- 
ing.

ual in the fall it may mean that win- 
ter Is setting in and destroying their 
:hances of setting food, or it may

holding at that temperature-half an hour, then cooi- 
ng. It destroys most disease germs, but not the 
harmless bacteria. It diminishes the vitamin con- 
cents of the milk. It probably renders the milk 
ess suitable for assimilation. Therefore pure milk 
handled in a cleanly way from first to last is al- 
ways preferable to pasteurized milk, if pure milk 
s available, especially for children and babies.

What Makes Fur Grow 


By the same specious reasoning, it 


is sometimes asserted that animals 
are provided -with thicker fur in pre- 
paration for- a severe -winter. The 
facts, so far as science has studied 
them, are that animals do have thick- 
er fur in cold winters. 
Animals in 


very cold climates have thicker coats 
than similar" species farther 
south. 


This is a well-recognized fact in the 
fur trade, where furs, from the far 
North bring much higher pnces than 
relts from warmer latitudes. 


The overlooked fact here is that the 


warmer coat is furnished by nature 
after the cold sets in, /"not before. 
Roughly speaking, the cold stimulates 
the skin to produce thicker fur. Yet 
reports of thicker fur on animals in 
trie' early fall are widely regarded as 
a-sure sign of heavy weather ahead. 


Government scientists have never 


made any experiments of changing 
animals from one climate to another 
to' test their adaptability in this re- 
spect. It Is believed that a Louisiana 
muskrat. for example, might freeze 
to death if taken to a cold climate 
because his skin would probably not 
react quickly enough to clothe him 
properly the first winter. If he sur- 
vived that year the next year he would 
probably adapt himself like the other 
animals of the region. This is prob- 
lematical. But it is certain that he 
would not grow his thicker fur in- 


stlnctlvely before tho cold vreathci 
struck thlm. 


Hibernation is another misinterpret 


ed animal function. 
Early hlberna 


Con IP often pointed out as one o 
the signs of approaching cold. 
Afc a 


matter of fact, animals do not hlber 
natc so much on account olscold as 
because of their bodily -condition 
When a bear has an inch of fat ,on 
his body, or whatever he needs for 
the winter, ho feels, wo may Imagine 
much like a person who has eaten a 
hearty meal. So .the bear curls up 
In a protected place and sleeps. 


With some animals this desire for 


sleep comes in the hottest part of the 
year. 
Ground squirrels in the wcs1 


go into the ground In July and sta> 
there the balance of tho 
summer 


months. 


An example of how hibernation is 


connected in our minds with weather 
Is the-ground hog shadow tradjtion 
The ground hog. or woodchuck. is 
supposed to regulate the coming 01 
spring. v The story 
goes that 
the 


ground hog comes out of his hole on 
Candlemas'day, February second, and 
looks around. If he sees his shadow 
he returns to his hole, thereby Inform 
ing the world that -winter Is not over 
If the sky is cloudy he ventures out to 
enjoy the spring days that are com' 
ing. 


Trust the Ground Hog 


This tradltloo got its origin through 


the January*thaw that sets in some 
years. For a week or two tho weath- 
er is pleasant and melting. Farmers 
know by experience that this 
fine 


weather does not hold, and that it is al 
most invariably followed by a set- 
back. Spring is apt to come, sooner if 
there is no January thaw, and the 
temperature rises gradually a little 
later. The ground hog comes into 
the story because he emerges from 
his winter quarters about this time. 
If he comes out and finds the sun 
shining he is supposed to know that 
tho warmth is too unseasonable to 
last. 


The story would bo more reason- 


able if the fate of the winter rested on 
the temperature of ground hog day 
rather than the sun. A day of freez- 
ing temperature may be bright and 
sunny. Yet the sign would read that 
the ground hog saw his shadow and 
winter was not over. 


Tracing the different traditions back, 


it is easy to see how they originated. 
Today they merely quote them with- 
out considering their significance or, 
without making allowances for facts 
that science has proved since the old 
weather lore was evolved. 


The conclusion of scientists Is that 


lower animals are not better equipped 
to be weather prophets than human 
beings would be without their instru- 
ments and scientific knowledge. 


Those of us who are much in the 


open learn to gauge weather 'condi- 
tions a day or two ahead. Clouds, 
lumidity, and the winds are reliable 
signs., though 
not 
infallible. The 


most threatening looking cloud may 
not be quite heavy enough to" precipi- 
tate its moisture before tho wind car- 
ries it far away. Some persons also 
claim to know when rain is approach- 
ing by special sensitiveness. 


These are short range predictions. 


Human beings cannot bo relied upon 
to gauge the weather more than a day 
or two ahead, so the meteorologists 
nslst. And Hhe same " Is true of the 
creatures of the animal world. 
""^-. 


The squirrel in the autumn hides" as 


many nuts as he can find, not as many 
as he figures he will need for a. long 
or short winter. Unusual activity of. 
bees does not. necessarily mean Jhat 
they anticipate a long winter either. 
In southern California bees 
collect 


•joney all year round as busily as'it 
i^long. cold winter was about to set 
n any minute. 
, 


More credible is the statement that 


cattle are restless jusUbe'Tore a storm. 
Human beings are similarly sensitive 
..o the electricity in the~alr and the 
unusual wind—cither hot or chilling— 
which often precedes storms. 


But as far as the coming winter, 


or any winter is concerned, one pro- 
phet or sign is as good as another. 
:i' you take the advice 'of the govern- 
ment experts, you won't buy your 
coal or your winter overcoat on the 
strength of the squirrels' antics or the 
strangely significant acorn crop.

It crowds in 
dustries with more workingmen than 
are needed, 'creates an over-supply of 
labor, reduces wages and earnings 
and causes a. permanent condition of 
unemployment. 
Tho 
purchasing 


power of city workers is decreossd 
and the products of the farm, do not 
find any market for the simple reason 
that tho source 
oC the 
farmer's 


market is tho buying ability of the 
city people. 


The only way to remedy this condi- 


tion is to give the city worker an 
opportunity to gain access to the 
land. Every man that leaves the city 
gives an opportunity to tho man re 
maining in the city to earn more- and 
to bny more, thus creating a greater 
demand for farm products. The man 
who leaves for the country to work on 
tho land creates a greater demand 
for manufactured commodities thus 
stimulating 
Industrial 
production. 


Greater Industrial production causes 
a greater demand for raw materials 
which, are furnished by agriculture.
